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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . The amendments and arguments presented by the applicant have been duly noted. 
However, an update search and further review of the prior art of record has prompted the 
presentation of new rejections presented below. In view of such, the previous rejections in the 
first office action have been withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention, 

3. Claims 1,3 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. A single claim which claims both an apparatus and the method steps of 
making the apparatus is indefinite under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph. In Ex parte Lyell, 17 
USPQ2d 1548 (Bd. Pat. App. & inter 1990). The "inclined surfaces having the same shape as an 
end blade of a drill for forming the inlet and the outlet" is a method of making. 

4. The following rejections are based on the best understanding of the claimed limitations. 
Examiner assumes these are apparatus claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

6. Claims 1,3 and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Fukuda et 
al. (JP 2001241808). 

Fukuda et al. disclose an expansion valve comprising flow passages 22-24,26-28 with 
central lines at right angle, a head part 56, rod 40, valve 42. Referring to Figs.7 and 8, flow is 
guided by the inclined surface generated by the drill blade. Inlet and outlet are formed 
eccentrically from the body. The connection of the refrigeration system is shown in Fig. 10. 
Examiner respectively disagrees with Applicant's argimient about the inclined surface is not a 
guided part and stagnant at the groove might be heightened. The refrigerant flow is guided by the 
inclined surface and the stagnation flow depends on the refrigerant velocity.

7. Claim 6 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims.
